This week I was called to W ash!)!* 
ton and on ray way down I panged 
thro the most Interesting section in 
this country. 
The land In New Eng­ 
land is rocky. The soil Is not as rich 
aa In other aections, but the farm ers 
manage to make a good living. 
On 
tvery farm I saw well built houses, 
good burns, ami fences in good repair. 
The New Englander never lets his 
farm go down. 
I did not see a farm 
bouse th a t was not painted. 
In front 
Of every house there Is something for 
kale, vegetables, cherries, apple elder 
Cherry cider, chickens, ducks, etc, 
I 
~ passed several duck farm s where they 
have tens of thousands of ducks. One 
can atop at these farms any hour of 
the day and order duck for bis table. 
Between Boston and Washington the 
Country is hilly, there is no level land. 
The farm ers raise plenty to eat and 
live well, and that is something that 
m any southern fanners refuse to do. 
Every farm er can raise all he needs 
to eat and drink on his own farm 
and th at is w hat they do in this 
Country. 
That Is why they have such 
a high standard of living. 
When I got to New York the traffic 
was so heavy th at we spent two hours 
trying to get into the city. C ars were 
packed like sardines In a can, hut 
there was careful driving. 
The first 
thing I wished to see was Smith’s 
Empire State building which Is 101 
stories high. 
I tried to see the top 
of the building 
brit the clouds were 
passing about half way up the building 
and I could not see the top for the 
clouds. 
In passing thru the New England 
towns I not lm l that business Is on a 
Standstill. 
This country has never 
been so hard hit as it is sow. 
In a 
ceacity town the workers have torn 
the mills to pieces and they have m a­ 
chine guns on all the buildings to keep 
the wage slaves at a safe distance. 
Tills Is some of the Hoover prosperity. 
In W ashington I noticed that the 
whole city Is being tom down, the 
m arket 
section, 
to make way for 
beautiful government buildings. 
This 
should have been done years ago. 
When this building program is com­ 
pleted ’Washington will be the most 
beautiful city in the world. 
I visited 
several of the buildings where there 
are thou Hands of people employed hut 
few were working. It is said th at nft**r 
one works or is employed by the Civil 
Service in W ashington he cannot he 
made to work anywhere else. 
I saw 
men sitting at their desk while two 
or three of his assistants would be 
sitting a t their desk carrying on a 
sparkling conversation. 
I mean, an 
Interesting conversation. I was told at 
the Departm ent of Agriculture that 
farm prices will Im* low thlsfall, and 
that; conditions look rather gloomy for 
the farm er. 
The only hope for the 
southern farm er, as I see it, is to 
make a better living for himself on 
the farm and see that the State le g ­ 
islature puts a tax on the cities to 
educate children on the farm. 
That 
is the way It Is done in New England. 
W ashington was very quite. 
Of 
Course, when one is in Washington all 
the talk he hears is about the Presi­ 
dent. The President does not like for 
Congress to la1 in session because 
when it is in session the people talk 
about Congress and the President. The 
President feels highly gratified that 
he managed to secure the moratorium 
for Germany. 
Ile did not initiate this 
plan but it came from New York. The 
President took this action to keep the 
German mark from becoming worth­ 
less. 
If the German mark should fall 
in value the big hanking interest of 
the country who have loaned about 
four billion dollars to Germany would 
lose their money. 
Again, if Hoover 
had not come to the aid of Germany 
the probability Is that Germany would 
have turned communistic. If the Com­ 
munists get control of Germany they 
will not pay Morgan and the other 
banking Interests of this country, and 
so the action of our President was 
not to help this country nor to help 
Germany hut solely for the purpose of

Germany may go communistic any 
time despite the recent action 
of

lf they do, it is none of our 
business.

DIFFER DAILY 


Don’t he too hasty in condemning 
your cream station if milk or cream 
tests vary from day to day or from 
week to week, M. 8. Fraze, weights 
and measures chief in the depart­ 
ment of agriculture at Austin, warns 
dairymen and farmers. 
Belying her stolid a insurance, a 
cow has a temperament comparable 
to that of a grand opera star, Erase 
declared, and anything th at “upsets” 
the cow’s routine may cause a varia­ 
tion in the milk or cream test. 
Since 
the weights and 
measures 
division has been assigned the duty 
of checking tests made on cream at 
station 
ever 
the 
state, 
scores 
of 
dairymen over the state have indi­ 
cated In letters to the division that 
they are Enable to underwind why 
their tests do not run uniform, 
A 
letter has been prepared by Fraze to 
dairymen, 
outlining a 
few of the 
causes. 
Home of the more common causes 
of variations a^e: 
length of time 
between milkings, inherent ability of 
some cows to produce higher test 
milk, reaction to w eather conditions, 
physical condition and ago of the 
cows. 
“Tests 
have 
established,’’ 
Fraze 
said, “th at cows of the same breed 
mary vary In their inherent ability 
to produce milk of high butterfat 
content. 
MoredvcL the breeds vary. 
The Jersey produces tbe highest per 
cent of butterfat, with the Guern­ 
sey, 
Brown Swiss, 
Short horn, Ayr­ 
shire, and Holstein following in that 
order. 
\ 
“The g r a te r th e -interval between 
milkings, the lower the test will be, 
and 
the shorter 
the interval, the 
higher the test. 
There Is a tendency 
for I he morning’s milk to test high­ 
er, and if the interval between milk­ 
ings is IO to 14 hours, a variation of 
from .5 lo I pep cent may be ex­ 
pected. 
Needless to say, if the cow­ 
ls not stripped well the tests will be 
low% since the last paYt of the milk 
is especially rich. 
There is also a 
tendency 
for 
cows 
to give 
richer 
milk in cold w eather: but the test 
will be lower if they are exposed to 
severe weather. 
The higher test in 
winter holds true regardless of the 
time the ccw freshens and a drop in 
tests m ust be expected in the spring. 
That season, incidentally, is the sea­ 
son when the milk plant operator 
gets the most. complaints on his test­ 
ing. 
Cows that freshen in the fall 
will produce more milk, as well as 
more 
butterfat, 
than 
those 
which 
freshen in summer. 
“Physical 
condition 
of 
cows 
at 
calving is an im portant factor. 
A 
cow in good physical condition at 
that time may produce milk of I to 
2 more butterfat content. 
Feed is 
also a fat or, but *Aore variable, in­ 
asmuch as a cow th at is off feed 
may produce milk of either high or 
low butterfat content. 
All experi­ 
ments, moreover, indicate no posi­ 
tive evidence of any continued di­ 


rect effect of & feed®." stim ulating 
either milk product!*! or increasing 
the a mount of fat. 
fire first month 
after lavation, m ilk is richer than 
during the following month or two; 
then it becomes more constant until 
toward the close of lactation, when 
the 
fat 
percentage 
gradually 
In­ 
creases. 
Tbe annual yield normally 
Increases from the first lactation un­ 
til m aturity with the maximum pro­ 
duction from the ages of 7 to 9. 
“Besides all the known and many 
unknown causes of variation in but­ 
terfat 
content 
and 
production , of 
milk, the cream tests may vary be­ 
cause of tbe inefficient operation of 
the sepavfiiojr. 
No separator will 
skim (‘old milk as well as warm 
milk. 
In w inter it is advisable to 
warm the separator by running hot 
w ater through it. 
“Constant care and adjustm ent of 
tbe separator is of the utmost im* 
' portanec.”
